tion for membership was that a man must 
have worked hard enough to be tired, 
tired enough to have a dragging differen- 
tial, as it were. The draggin’ ones pay 
no dues and have no special obligations, 
except to make a charitable contribution 
if they fail to attend the organization’s 
one meeting a year, but they are privileged 
to wear an intricate lapel insignia which 
looks like a cross between a dragon and 
something out of a Roschach test. 

Sadacca is a Shriner and a Knight of 
Pythias, and no telling what else, and 
some of the degrees of Masonry he and 
his brethren have modified for the Illus- 
trious Order.

One. The Chosen Ones, explained the 
Exhausted Dragon, are the ladies’ aux- 
iliary.

The greatest 2- 
minute drama in show business is over, 
the play has been played, and the play- 
ers now are let alone to rationalize their 
performances. 

For the first time in many days train- 
ers could graze their horses without in- 
terruption from press and public. Sud- 
denly it didn’t matter whether Silky Sul- 
livan ate 30 quarts of grain a day. 
whether Gone Fishin’ could handle a 
sticky race track, whether Jewel’s Re- 
ward could hear My Old Kentucky Home 
through the cotton plugs in his ears, or 
whether Flamingo would behave himself 
on the way to the post. A thoroughly pro- 
fessional colt from a thoroughly profes- 
sional stable had done the job he had 
been sent to do, and the matinee per- 
formance was finished. Calumet Farm’s 
Tim Tam. abetted by Ben and Jimmy 
Jones and jockey Ismael Valenzuela, had 
given the stable its seventh Kentucky 
Derby. 

At the Calumet barn a half-dozen hands 
awaited the colt’s return from the de- 
tention area. There were no high jinks. 
no champagne to indicate that one from 
this stable had won the 84th Derby and 
had earned a whopping $116,400. Except 
for a moment. when a dark-haired youth 
said. “This Lincoln Road is going to be 
a tough one to beat at Pimlico.” there 
was complete. nearly melancholy silence. 

There was stillness at the other barns. 
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too, only this was born of defeat and 
resolution to try the winner again over 
a faster track. Scarcely anyone was will- 
ing to accept the Derby verdict as final; 
9 of the 13 other Derby starters were to 
go after Tim Tam in the Preakness. 

Maine Chance Farm trainer Ivan Parke. 
watching a boy cooling out Jewel’s Re- 
ward, looked for a moment across the 50 
feet or so which separated his barn from 
Calumet’s, and said, “We can beat that 
horse over there any time, on any track 
but this one.” 

Parke’s horse, the better half of a fa- 
vored entry, had run sixth nearly all the 


way around, finishing a dull fourth, 7 
lengths behind the winner. “There's 
nothing wrong with him, except he 


couldn’t run on this stuff today. Nothing 
wrong, but he’s like this.” the trainer 
said, pointing 2 fingers toward the ground, 
indicating straight pasterns, “and he 
can’t run on a track like this one.” 
There had been a whisper that Jewel’s 
Reward was troubled by a ringbone; but 
both the horse and the trainer denied 
this, and Parke said again, “It was that 
track, and he couldn’t get going.” 
Reggie Cornell, trainer of Silky Sulli- 


van, which had beaten only 2 horses, for 
the first time in many days was not 
hemmed in by inquiring newsmen look- 
ing for a new angle. He shook his head 
and allowed he knew his colt was better 
than he ran; the trouble had to be with 
the track. Cornell was ready to return 
to California, but on Sunday he changed 
his mind, decided to give Silky another 
chance in the Preakness. 


Trainer Sylvester Veitch, whose Bug 
Brush the day before had won the Ken- 
tucky Oaks, lounged disconsolately in an 
open door and watched Flamingo, next- 
to-last in the Derby, being walked around 
the shed-row. “There weren’t 2 horses out 
there today who liked the track. But Lin- 
coln Road liked it. My horse would run 
a few steps. then he’d step in a soft spot 
and bobble. Tim Tam did, too; he was 
having trouble with the track, so I guess 
that makes his race just that much bet- 
ter. The track was better on Friday, when 
it was wetter. It was wet enough then 
so a horse got to the bottom of it and 
had something under his feet.” 

The vote of trainers was nearly unani- 
mous; their horses hadn’t liked the track. 


Tim Tam’s Credit 


Calumet, on the other hand, was not 
faced with accounting for defeat, although 
Jimmy Jones had tried to prepare him- 
self for it. To the very end, he had insisted 
that Tim Tam was not equal to Gen. Duke 


There haven’t been any adequate conformation pictures of Tim Tam, and Allen 
F. Brewer’s photograph of the colt going to the post at Keeneland possibly 
is the best of the lot. The hood with plexiglass eye shields, to protect an eye 
which was hurt in Florida, was not used for the Kentucky Derby, probably be- 
cause the heavy mud would have caked on it and obscured Tim Tam’s vision. 
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and Iron Liege at the same point in 1957. 
Jimmy had used his adjectives sparingly, 
not letting himself admit that here was 
potentially the best of his generation. 


On past performances Tim Tam had 
most to recommend him. Because he was 
slow in maturing, he had been tried only 
once in 1957, but in 10 races this year 
he had won the Everglades Stakes, the 
Flamingo Stakes on the disqualification 
of Jewel’s Reward, the Fountain of Youth 
Stakes, the Florida Derby, and, in his 
last previous start, the Derby Trial. 

At one point this season, in January 
and early February, it had been assumed 
in the Calumet family that the best op- 
portunity in the spring classics rested 
on the considerable quarters of Kentucky 
Pride, just as last year the stable had 
counted first on Gen. Duke. Given a 
choice, Willie Hartack twice chose the

Bull Lea colt. But Kentucky Pride had 
trouble with his wind, and, although Tim 
Tam then lacked the substance of his 
stablemate, Hartack switched mounts for 
the Everglades. From that point to the 


afternoon of April 26, when Hartack 
broke his leg in the starting gate, the 2 
were inseparable and unbeatable. 


There was very little against Tim Tam 
on appearances. He had put on about 75 
pounds since his arrival in Kentucky, at 
no sacrifice of racing condition. He 
moved easily, gracefully, and powerfully, 
and he was sure-footed, easily managed. 
If he was not quite as broad through the 
hind quarters as one would prefer, there 
was still a great expanse of muscle to 
drive him along, and he had proved in 
the Derby Trial that he could handle a 
gummy track. 

It had rained off and on in Louisville 
for several days, and early in the mom- 
ing of the Derby there was a torrential 
downpour. By mid-morning the sun came 
out, and the track began drying. There 
is not much sand in the Louisville strip, 
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and the more it dried the stickier it be- 
came. One spectator imagined he could 
see horses on their way to the post 
stopping every few steps and trying to 
shake the mud off their feet. 


By Derby time there were 70,451 per- 
sons in grandstand, club house, and _ in- 
field. The increase of 20.5 per cent over 
last year’s 58,465 was attributable in good 
measure to better weather and California’s 
Silky Sullivan. 


Maine Chance’s Jet’s Alibi, which had 
“grabbed himself” and bruised the heel 
of his right fore foot a few days before 
the Derby, was declared, but the other 
parts of the entry, Jewel’s Reward and 
Ebony Pearl, were favored at 2 to 1. 
Silky Sullivan, victim of one of the most 
Barnum-like build-ups ever given a race 
horse, and Tim Tam were 21 to 10. From 
there the odds popped up to 15 to 1 
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against Noureddin, 20 to 1 against Gone 
Fishin’. 

Almost from the beginning the strategy 
was clear. Lincoln Road, the free-running 
colt which lost the Florida Derby by a 
half-length, would try to steal this one, 
and Ebony Pearl would keep the pressure 
on the front-runner, softening him up for 
Jewel’s Reward’s challenge. Gone Fishin’, 
a proven competitor at a mile, would stay 
with the front-runners as long as he could 
last. Tim Tam would wait 5 or 6 lengths 
off the pace, come on in the stretch. 
Silky Sullivan would need to stay a little 
closer to the lead than had been his 
custom. 


Around the turn and through the back- 
stretch there was not much change. Lin- 
coln Road was under moderate restraint, 
about 2 lengths in advance of Gone 
Fishin’, which had a half-length on 


Ebony Pearl. Tim Tam was in fifth place 
on the rail, a stride in advance of Jewel’s 
Reward. Silky Sullivan lumbered along, 
about 25 lengths off the leader. 


The first quarter was run in :2314, the 
half-mile in :4734, 6 furlongs in 1:1314. 
The drama began to unfold on the far 
turn. Tim Tam started to close a little 
ground, but he was not yet under pres- 
sure, and Noureddin, which had run the 
first 6 furlongs nearly 10 lengths off the 
pace, began a relentless move. When 
Silky Sullivan took fire, a roar began to 
form in the stands. He passed 2 horses, 
but just as suddenly he flattened out. 
At the top of the stretch, having run about 
a sixteenth of a mile, Silky for all prac- 
tical purposes was out of the race. The 
mile was done in 1:38%6. 


Tim Tam now was in a drive, and 
Noureddin was coming up in the middle 
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of the track. Jewel’s Reward made no 
challenge. Valenzuela took Tim Tam out- 
side of Lincoln Road for the drive. and 
the Calumet colt got to the front 10 or 
15 yards from the finish and won, going 
away, by a half-length. Noureddin’s strong 
run carried him to within a half-length 
of the second horse. and he finished 6 
lengths in advance of Jewel’s Reward. 
The time was 2:05; it was the slowest 
Derby since Citation’s, 10 years ago. 


Credit To Second, Third 


The horses which had _ distinguished 
themselves most, aside from the winner, 
were Lincoln Road and Noureddin. The 
With Pleasure colt from the Sunny Blue 
Farm of Isaac Blumberg has yet to win 
a race this year, but he never has been 
worse than third and never beaten as 
much as 3 lengths. His front-running per- 
formance in the 144-mile Florida Derby 
might have been a tip-off as to his posi- 
tion among the season’s 3-year-olds. but 
he went into the Derby at nearly 47 to 1. 

Lincoln Road was a tired horse after 
the Kentucky Derby, very nearly an ex- 
hausted horse (although not too exhausted 
to nearly bite off his groom’s finger). but 
he had given a splendid account of him- 
self. 

“It was a bigger race for my horse than 
the Florida Derby.” said trainer Vic So- 
vinski. “He wore blinkers. and he may 
not have seen Tim Tam coming at him.

He’s worn a hood in the past, but the cups 
were a little fuller in the Derby. He is 
a horse that digs in when he sees a horse 
coming to him.” 

Sovinski described the colt as a horse 
which likes “to go his own way.” It did 
not pay to restrain his too strongly. “Pim- 
lico favors a speed horse, and I think 
Lincoln Road would like it.” Blumberg 
would put up a $7.500 supplementary 
nomination fee.

Trainer J. H. Pierce said that Noured. 
din, a “wiry little horse,” probably would 
go on to Pimlico as another supplemen. 
tary nominee, although Dr. Peter Graf. 
fagnino would have to make that decision, 
The trainer was extremely pleased with 
the way the colt had handled the 
Churchill Downs strip, especially since 
he had run poorly over the same kind of 
track in the 1957 Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes. 

Noureddin’s best previous race had been 
in the Wood Memorial. Jewel’s Reward 
beat him out of that one by a half-length, 
and there were differences of opinion as 
to how fully the Maine Chance colt was 
extended. 

As for Tim Tam, Jimmy Jones allowed 
as much praise as he had ever given the 
colt: “He’s got a lot of try in him. He 
ran a good, solid race. I don’t know of 
anyone who really liked the track, but 
the Derby proved this colt can handle 
almost any kind of condition...He’s 4 
very honest horse; he'll give you what 
he’s got.” 

Those likely to test Tim Tam again in 
the Preakness, May 17, are Jewel’s Re. 
ward, Lincoln Road, Noureddin, Silky 
Sullivan, Gone Fishin’, Martins Rullah, 
Chance it Tony, and A Dragon Killer, 
In addition to these, Pimlico is counting on 
Backbone, Nala, Plion, Li'l Fella. Board 
Man, and *Grey Monarch.

THE WINNER’S PEDIGREE 


BY J. A. Estes 

Calumet Farm has had a runner in 13 
renewals of the Kentucky Derby, and has 
had the winner on 7 occasions. Twice it 
was represented by a  2-horse entry, 
Citation and Coaltown finishing first and 
second in 1948, Fabius and the sore- 
legged Pintor Lea finishing second and 
fifth in 1956. Fanfare was fifth in the 
1951, Bull Lea eighth in 1938, Nellie 
Flag fourth in 1935, Thus, with 7 winners 
and 4 placed horses, the stable has had 
1] horses in the money from 15 starters. 

Leaving aside the record of the Dor- 
mello-Olgiata stable in Italy, where the 
competition is not so formidable, there 
is nothing in the modern history of rac- 
ing to compare with Calumet’s score in 
this primary classic. The percentages run 
too high to be attributed to good luck. 
though luck rides in every race; they are 
too high to be attributed to the skill 
and patience of the Joneses, though the 
Calumet trainers are masters. 

Calumet’s Derby hands are being dealt 
from a stacked deck. Of the farm’s 57 
mares on hand for the 1958 breeding 
season, no fewer than 22, or 39 per cent. 
were stakes winners, most of them race 
mares of the highest class. Another 18, 
or 32 per cent, were winners: 5, or 9 
per cent, raced without winning; and 12, 
or 21 per cent, were unraced. Five of 
the non-winners and non-starters were out 
of top-class mares. The names of Bull 
Lea and *Blenheim II dominate the pedi- 
grees, with Man o’ War, Blue Larkspur. 
and *Sir Gallahad III furnishing strong 
secondary accents. 


The formidable competition which may 
be expected from Calumet is perhaps best 
indicated by the fact that the broodmares 
which raced had a group racing index of 
10.36. Their rate of earning was more 
than twice that of the male and female 
Progeny of Bull Lea. Even with the non- 
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starters included, 51 per cent of the 
group had racing indexes above 2.00; 40 
per cent, above 3.00; 37 per cent, above 
4,00; and 23 per cent, above 10.00. In 
the average of the breed, only 6 per cent 
of mares have racing indexes above 2.00, 
and less than one-fifth of one per cent 
reach the level of 10.00. 

The 1958 Derby winner is the second 
foal and first runner from one of Calu- 
met’s best race mares, Two Lea, whose 
first foal, Two Lea’s Girl, by Count 
Fleet, is one of the unraced members of 
the broodmare band. Two Lea. foaled at 
Calumet in 1946, always had a faulty 
near fore ankle, and it. along with a 
splint, kept her off the track for a period 
of nearly 2 years, beginning in 1950. But 
she was recognized as the best older filly 
of the 1950 season, when she ran only 
5 times, and was still better when she 
got back to the races as a 6-year-old in 
1952. In her 4 years of racing she won 
15 of her 26 starts and earned $309,250. 


Frank E. Kilroe, the Blood-Horse 
Handicap of the older horses of 1952. 
gave her the highest rank among the 


females, a pound above Bed o’ Roses and 
5 pounds above Wistful, dam of Gen. 
Duke. 

Two Lea and her top-class sisters Twosy 
($101,375) and Miz Clementine ($267.- 
100) were by Bull Lea, which sired 3 
of Calumet’s previous Kentucky Derby 
winners, out of Two Bob, winner of the 
1936 Kentucky Oaks under the colors of 
C. V. Whitney, her breeder. Two Bob was 
no such race mare as her daughters by 
Bull Lea, but she was made of hard fab- 
ric, starting 94 times in 5 seasons. Foaled 
in 1933, she was denied the present gen- 
eration’s advantage of frequent competi- 
tion against her own sex for rich purses. 
Before and after her Oaks victory she 
ran a few times in claiming races, but 
usually she was against good-class com- 
pany. She won the Royal Palm Handicap

at Tropical Park, was third in the Christ- 
mas Handicap there and in the Miami 
Beach Handicap at Hialeah. In overnight 
victories she defeated Whopper. White 
Cockade, Our Reigh, Sparta. 


Two Bob was sold by Whitney to Emil 
Denemark, who retired her in 1939 and 
sold her the following year to Calumet 
Farm. There, with Bull Lea as her best 
partner, she produced the winners of 
$806.822 and left a heritage of _ still 
higher value. 


Sharing the Derby honors with Two 
Lea is Greentree’s Tom Fool, which now 
has the Futurity winner Jester and the 
Derby winner Tim Tam to his credit as 
a result of his hesitant first year at stud, 
for which he had 13 registered foals. In 
his 3 years of racing Tom Fool proved 
himself one of the best performers of 
recent, years. He was best of his age at 
2 and 4, going unbeaten in his last sea- 
son, when he earned top ranking of 135 
pounds the Blood-Horse Handicap 
made by Frank Kilroe. There was a bet- 
ter-than-fair chance that he was best of 
the 3-year-olds of 1952, but illness pre- 
vented his running in the classics, and 
One Count and Hill Gail were ranked 
above him. 

Both parents of Tim Tam have *Bull 
Dog as a grandparent, so that he is the 
most closely inbred Kentucky Derby win- 
ner since Reigh Count, which had 2 
crosses of St. Frusquin in the third gen- 
eration of ancestors. No other Kentucky 
Derby winner has been as closely inbred. 

The doubling-up of *Bull Dog, how- 
ever, was a minor consideration. For the 
sources of Tim Tam’s class, there ap- 
peared no reason to look beyond his par- 
ents. And the deck was still stacked in 
Calumet’s favor. Perhaps the brightest 
prospect for giving the stable an unpre- 
cedented series of 3 Kentucky Derby vic- 
tories in a row was On and On, Tim 
Tam’s 2-year-old half-brother by *Nas- 
rullah. 
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According to a new Kentucky rule, each winner must be kept in a special 
detention area until a urine sample has been collected. Tim Tam remained calm 
during his 45-minute stay in a caged area on the Churchill Downs backstretch.

Atlantic City Stakes 


A stakes program worth $460,000 has 
been set up for Atlantic City’s 50-day 
meeting, August 7-October 4. The value 
is $20,000 greater than last year’s pro- 
gram. 

The features include 16 stakes, 3 more 
than were offered in 1957, and the $100,- 
000 United Nations Handicap, an invita- 
tional race. 

The new stakes, for which $65,000 has 
been set aside, are the Seashore Stakes 
and the Miss America and Appreciation 
Handicaps. The Atlantic City Handicap, 
last year a $100,000-added event, will be 
worth $50,000 added. The $20,000-added 
Longport Handicap, for 3-year-olds and 
upward at 7 furlongs, was dropped from 
the program, but the Mermaid Stakes, 
for 2-year-old fillies at 6 furlongs, was 
increased $5,000.

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OBITUARY 


Daniel E. Stewart 


Daniel Edward Stewart. active in the 
Thoroughbred sport for more than 50 
years before his recent retirement. died 
May 5 at a Chicago hospital. He was 70 
years old. 

A native of Chicago’s South Side. Mr. 
Stewart went to work for trainer John J. 
Greeley in 1903 as an exercise boy. Dur- 
ing his early years on the Turf he worked 
for Greeley, Charles Rowe. and Howard 
Oots. It was for Oots that he trained 
his first horses. 

In the 1920°s Mr. Stewart trained the 
stable of Sen. Johnson Camden. for whom 
he developed Rose of Sharon, best 3-year- 
old filly of 1929. Other stakes winners 
which he trained for Camden included 
Martinique. Sydney. Culloden, and Dark 
Sea. 

After Senator Camden sold his stable. 
Mr. Stewart became the first trainer of 
Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm, for which 
he had the good colt Hadagal in 1933. 
After one year with Calumet, he resigned 
to take over Joseph E. Widener’s stable. 
Among the best ones he handled in 20 
years of training for various members of 
the Widener family were Roman and 
Misty Isle. 

Survivors include his wife. Mrs. Mar- 
garet Stewart: 2 daughters, Miss Mary 
Ann Stewart and Miss Margery Stewart; 
and a son. Daniel J. Stewart. 


William Hayton 


One of Europe’s best known and most 
knowledgeable stud managers was Wil- 
liam Hayton. who died last month at 
Mme. Leon Volterra’s Haras de l’Orne. 
The 84-year-old horseman had remained 
in residence at the Volterra farm since 
his retirement 2 years ago. From 1915 
until 1956 he had directed the same stud, 
first for Capt. Jefferson Davis Cohn, 
later for Leon Volterra and his widow. 
He went to France when *Teddy was a 
2year-old, and he was primarily respon- 
sible for breeding and raising *Sir Gal- 
lahad III, *Bull Dog, Bois Roussel.

C. V. Whitney, who operates one of the larger 
Thoroughbred farms in central Kentucky, seldom 
buys yearlings at public auction, but at the dis- 
persal of Belair Stud stock in January, 1956, he 
beught a yearling sister to Nashville for $33,000 
and a yearling colt by Double Jay—Vienna for 
$25,000.

Ezgo beat Shan Pac 6 lengths at equal weights 
in Keeneland’s 6-furlong Phoenix Handicap.

M. Mathet's Happy New Year 


PARIS. The best performance in 
France since the reopening of Longchamp 
has been credited, not to a horse, but to 
a trainer. Francois Mathet has trained 
the winner of the big event on each of 
the first 3 Sundays at the Bois de Bou- 
logne course: Tanerko in the Prix Ganay, 
Noelor in the Prix Juigne, and Upstart 
in the Prix Greffulhe. The purses totaled 
17.475.440 francs. 

Limited to 3-year-old offspring of 
French mares, the 1;°;-mile Prix Greffulhe 
is the first produce stakes of the season. 
Upstart (Alfaraz—Tota, by Tornado) 
had raced well at 2, when he made 3 
starts, finishing once second and winning 
the 114-mile Criterium de St. Cloud and 
another race. He started favorite in the 
Prix Greffulhe, after having been second 
in the 114-mile Prix Lagrange for his 
first outing in 1958. It was only 300 yards 
from the post when he found room to go 
through, but he went ahead to win by 
3 lengths from the other 5 colts, which 
were massed within the space of a length. 

Bred by Jorge de Atucha, the noted 
Argentinian owner and breeder. Upstart 
is a son of the second-class Alfaraz 
(Abjer—Perle d’Orient, by Buchan), 
which has done well as a stallion. 

The Prix Penelope at St. Cloud April 
21 provided a classic trial at 1,5; miles 
for 3-year-old fillies. It brought another 
success for Francois Mathet, who trained 
the winner, Francois Dupre’s Dushka 
(Scratech—Dona Nordia, by *Norseman). 
Unbeaten in her 3 starts to date, Dushka 
moved up easily in the straight to win 
by 3 lengths from the Prix La Camargo 
winner Laura Tudor (Owen Tudor— 
Nunsofair, by Fairway). The favorite, 
But Lovely, winner of her 2 previous 
starts, failed to stay and finished fifth. 

The flyer Texana, leader in the Free 
Handicap, made her reappearence in the 
one-mile Prix de la Grotte at Longchamp 
April 27. She got a poor start, shot to the 
front in the first furlong, and fell back in 
the last half, finishing a poor fourth to a 
paternal half-sister, Reluisante (Relic— 
Combination, by Victrix), which had 
finished second to But Lovely in the Prix 
Vanteaux for her first start in 1958. The 
result may have been deceptive: Texana 
appeared to have suffocated from her 
flurry of early speed. 

In another test for the Poule d’Essai 
for fillies, La Malivoye (Sicambre—*La 
Mirambule, by Coaraze) scored an impres- 
sive 5-length victory in the one-mile Prix 
Chloe, run in heavy going at Le Trem- 
blay April 26. La Malivoye was the third- 
ranked filly in the Free Handicap. 


Among the colts being tested at the 
mile distance, the high-ranked Edellic 
(Relic—Edelfrau, by Admiral Drake) fe.

Matt Winn 


The man christened Martin Joseph Winn was the best 
known promoter and race track operator in the history of 
American racing. Only one horse race in the country captivates 
the imagination of the entire nation—the Kentucky Derby. 
The man who raised it to its peak of eminence was Col. 
Matt Winn. 


Born in Louisville, Winn was an accountant, a traveling 
selesman for a wholesale grocery concern, then a partner in a 
tailor shop. The 26-year-old Winn went on the road, with 
measuring tape. In El Paso, Texas, he took suit orders from 
Edward R. Bradley who in later years was to win 4 Kentucky 
Derbys. Another acquaintance was Price McKinney. who had 
some mining interests. 


Winn was an earnest horse player for his first 41 years. 
once cashing in on 2 100-1 shots in the same day. He never 
missed a Kentucky Derby after witnessing the 1875 inaugural 
running from the tailgate of his father’s wagon in the center- 
field. He saw Spokane’s Derby while on his honeymoon. In 
the autumn of 1902, Charlie Price asked him to buy fading 
Churchill Downs or the Derby would be no more. Winn got in 
touch with some friends and a few days later came up with 
$40,000 which bought the 265-foot grandstand, the track. and 
stables. Winn was in the race track business, and never again 
made a wager on a running horse. 


Unfavorable allocation of racing dates prompted Winn to 
take Churchill Downs out of the Western Turf Association 
in 1905 and form the American Turf Association, whose 
popularity soon brought about the demise of the former league 
of tracks. In 1906 Winn met the challenge of Louis A. Cella, 
a bookmaker who announced conflicting dates for neighboring 
Douglas Park, and Winn won his second Turf war. 


His friend. Ed Corrigan, the master of Hawthorne, intro- 
duced Winn to James Butler. Butler, who had accumulated a 
fortune with his chain of grocery stores, was interested in con- 
ducting a meeting at Empire City but could not gain sanction 
of The Jockey Club. Butler asked Winn to manage the opera-

tion. After a court decision won racing dates for Empire City, 
Winn brought bookmakers and horses from the Midwest and 
opened Empire in conflict with Saratoga’s 1907 meeting. The 
first day drew 10,000 persons, the second day drew more, and 
before long August Belmont Jr. came down from Saratoga and 
an agreement was reached whereby Empire City was given 
dates not in conflict with Saratoga. 


In 1908, Louisville officials chose to enforce Kentucky's 
anti-bookmaking law and for a moment it appeared that 
Churchill Downs would not open. Winn dusted off some old 
French pari-mutuel machines, long discarded, and went into 
action. The machines were immediately accepted by the 
betting public and more were added. By 1914 the machines 
were installed at Latonia, Lexington, Douglas Park, Laurel, 
and all Canadian tracks. In subsequent years, pari-mutuels re- 
placed bookmakers at all United States tracks. 


In 1909, Winn, Butler, McKinney, Jack Follansbee, and 
Alberto Terrazas opened a track at Juarez, Mexico, where there 
was no anti-racing legislation such as halted the sport in New 
York in 1910-13. Exciting racing was conducted at Juarez for 
7 winters. Some programs were delayed while warring Mexican 
bandits sprayed the area with gunfire. Mars Cassidy was a 
starter there. Harry Stevens handled the concessions. Max 
Hirsch, Ben Jones, Col. Phil T. Chinn raced stables there. 
The track was abandoned in 1917 when Pancho Villa and 
Gen. John Pershing made the position untenable. 


Winn operated various tracks — Washington Park, Laurel, 
Lincoln Fields, Latonia, Lexington, Douglas Park—but his real 
love was Churchill Downs and the Kentucky Derby. The race 
which first gained national prominence in’ 1915, when Harry 
Payne Whitney’s Regret became the only filly ever to win the 
classic, and grew each year. Winn loved tradition, and he had 
the faculty of making others eager to share in its delight. He 
mixed a little sentiment, old lore, and fine horses and put 4 
piece of mint in it. All the fun, the gaiety, the glamor of the 
Kentucky Derby is his monument.
